All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said 
improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance 
of "bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and 
all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof.
